2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose the claim limitations, 
"storing for the duration of the active mode the usage by other mobile telephones of each 
available preamble signature; and selecting when required a signature the recorded usage 
of which is unlikely to cause collision." It is noted that the closest prior art of record, 
Gustafsson et al. (U.S. 6,643,275) shows a method of monitoring the transmitted 
preamble in the radio system.
